Texans will have 104 new 
laws 
added 
to

crowded statute books this 
week. 


Bills affecting public and 


private welfare in- sundry 
ways will become laws Fri- 
day, the ninetieth day after ad- 
journment of the legislature's reg- 
ular session. The group consti- 
tutes about one-fourth of the bill 
crop of the four-month meeting. 


Thirteen of the laws will affect 
single counties, many of the 91 
others, while general 
in 
terms, 
will apply to only small minorities. 
Still others will correct ambigui- 
ties and minor omissions in civil 
statutes. 
Most important In Interest and 


effect Is the act creating a de- 
partment of public safety as an 
agency to weld the ranger force 
and state highway patrol, into a 
modernized state police system. 
Bureaus of Intelligence, commu- 


nications, education, and identifi- 
cation and records will, comprise 
the department. The rangers and 
highway • patrol,. retaining their 
identities, will form two of three 
departmental divisions, the third 
being the headquarters division. 
Three commissioners of public 
safety will manage the depart- 
ment through a director. In ad- 
vance of the acts becoming law, 
Governor Aired selected 
George 
W. Cottingham of Houston, Al- 
bert Cidney Johnson and Ernest 
Goens of Tyler to be commission-

ty of Texans will prohibit own- 
ers of livestock from permitting 
animals to run at large on high- 
ways with 'fenced 
right-of-way,

He said 
that last week he broadcast the 
woman's appeal in the hunt for 
her husband, former New Orleans 
grocery store manager. 


Grounds said the woman toll 


him she was desperate because o 
her husband's disappearance and 
her low funds.

This request and other reports 


from Crete were regarded. by au- 
thorities here as indicating a more 
serious situation than was real- 
ized at noon when the government 
dispatched two destroyers, bomb- 
Ing planes, and additional troops 
to the island city. 


Five policemen were ' reported 


wounded and it was stated that 
many of the rioters were armed. 


The newspaper Vralyni report- 


ed that the disorders spread to 
several villages in Candle prov- 
ince at noon and that the legal 
authorities in those places had 
been overthrown. 


ATHENS, Aug. 5.—(IP)—A state 


of siege was declared late today 
In Candia (Erakeion) Crete, as 
rebellious strikers,

threats of army officials, held the 
streets and continued firing.

The harbormaster by radio ask-

volters maintained their positions. 


The rebellion originated from 
a labor strike which turned into 
rioting. The government asserted

tion to a single caricature of an 
individual," he said "but we have 
been running pages of them for 
months and meant them to be 
only jocose." 


The editor said he doubted if 


"more than 500 copies of the mag 
azlne had been sent to Japan.

BASIC ICROP GROUP 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(IP]— 
The AAA announced today that 
its crop adjustment program has 
taken 27,600,000 acres out of basic 
crop production this year. • 


Of this total, the AAA said, 37,- 


500,000 acres have been planted 
in other crops. 
The 1935 total 


compares with more than 35,000,- 
000 acres rented in 
adjustment 


programs in 1935. 


Officials said the switch from 


basic crops (Wheat, corn, cotton, 
tobacco) has been the leading fac- 
tor in the largest increase in le- 
gume acreage ever reported in the 
United States. Legumes are pods 
such as are borne by pea and 
bean plants. 
Joseph F. Cox, chief of the re- 


placement crops section of the 
AAA, said the 1935 acreage of al- 
falfa hay, a plant of the bean 
family, is 1,750,000 acres larger 
than the total of 11,482,000 plant- 
ed in 1934. 
Soy bean acreage was said to 


total 5,463,000 this year, an In- 
crease of 29 per cent from the to- 
tal of 4,223,000 acres in 1934. 


Total hay acreage this year was 


said to be 66,096,000 acres an in- 
crease fo 5,834,000 acres over last 
year. 
Acres rented or contracted by 
the government this year in the

JO RELEASE ACCUSED 


J U D G E UPHOLD COURT'S 
DIGNITY BUT HABEAS COR. 
PUS RELEASES DEFENDANTS 


ANGLETON, Aug. 3.— 


(IP)—Six 
newspaper men, 


two each from the three 
daily newspapers of Hous- 
ton, today were held in con- 
tempt of court by Judge M. 
S. Munson for disregarding 
his injunction not to print 
testimony in a. 
recent 
murder 
trial in district court here. 


Immediately after; the 
Judge 
Munson announced his ruling, at- 
torneys for the editors and re- 
porters sought a writ of habeas 
corpus from the Court of Crim- 
inal Appeals at Austin, and the 
chief justice of the court immed- 
iately ordered their release from 
th* custody of the sheriff of Bra- 
aoria county. 


Judge Munson had ordered the 


sheriff to hold the men until the 
fines were paid. 
The following sentences were 


ordered: 
George Cottlngham, editor of 
the Chronicle, Max Jacobs, man- 
aging editor of the Post, and Ed 
Pooley, managing editor of the 
Press, to pay fines of $100 each. 
Reporters Ed Rider 
of 
the 
Chronicle, Frank White of the 
Post and Harry McCormick of the 
Press to pay fines of $25. 
The decision came as the re- 
sult of the refusal of the three 
papers to refrain from publishing 
testimony in the trial of Cfyde 
Thompson, charged with slaying 
Everet 
Melvln on the 
Retrieve 
State prison farm on May 29. 
Ordered Not Print Testimony. 
Judge Munson on July 23 ver- 
bally ordered the newspapers not 
to print the testimony on 
the 


grounds that it would handicap 
the state in selecting juries for 
the subsequent trials of Raymond 
Hall and Ed Ebers. also charged 
in the Melvin slaying. 
In filing the writ at Austin, at- 
torneys for the newspaper men 
based their application for the 
order on a case decided by the 
Court of Criminal 
Appeals 
32 


years ago involving M. E. Foster, 
new editor of.the Houston Press. 
In that case 
the 
attorneys 


argued the court of criminal ap- 
peals held the trial court did not 
have authority to forbid publica- 
tion of testimony adduced at a 
Public trial. - 
Frank Liddell, attorney for the 
Chronicle and post, said the case 
probably would be carried to the 
United States Supreme Court if 
decided adversely by the Court of 
Criminal Appeals. 
"This case is too Important both 
to the press and to the -judiciary 
not to carry it to Its final con- 
clusion inasmuch as It is a test 
case," the attorney said. 


Judge Munson rendered his1 de- 
ciiion about 10:15 D. m. He smiled 
as he looked down on the six 
newspapermen and their counsel. 
The courtroom was very quiet and 
his voice could be heard easily. 
Judge Gives Decision. 
"I have come to the end of a 
very Interesting 
and 
important 
hearing," • he began, "possibly one 
that has attracted more attention 
than any one that I have pre- 
viously tried or presided over. 


"At the .inception of proceedings 


incident to this the court had no 
thought or idea that it was of 
such importance or would attract 
the interest of the press not only 
of the state, but of the nation. 


"I was Impressed by the remark 
made by one of 
the 
reporters 


when we first discussed the case 
In my chambers. 


"He hardly waited to listen un- 


til I was through before exclaim- 
ed 'boy, what a story.' He was a 
newspaperman. He grasped 
the

speech and freedom of the press. 


"But I feel that it also gives 
the right for redress from wrong. 


"If in the exercise of the right 


of free press an editor libels an 
individual, if he Koes beyond that 
night he is held accountable. 
Presents Both Sides. 
"If the press in criminal cases, 


inflames^the minds of furors by 
the publication of statements, true 
or not, and by reason of the prej- 
udice acquired by jurors, the de- 
fendant should be Riven the ex- 
treme nenalty, he has no redress 


'On the other hand, if the great-

NEW KENTUCKY GOLD VAULT TO- 
BE LATEST WORD IN MONETARY 


FORTRESSES FOR U. S. SUPPLY 


(Copjrleht, 1035, By Aesoclalofl Frc«.) 


WASHINGTON, July 
3.—(&>— 
The government's- new gold vault 
at Fort Knox. Ky., is going to be 
the last word in monetary fort- 
resses. 
The pains which the government 
s taking to make the vault im- 
pregnable were revealed today for 
he first time by a study of the 
plans. 


The vault will be Buspended In 
the middle of a square building 
with walls, roofs and floors two 
feet thick. The walls and roofs 
will be faced with granite, 
The vault Itself, Into which the 


government expects to store much 
of the gold now housed in New 
York city and at the Philadelphia 
mint, will be 40 by 64 feet and 
extend through nearly two com- 
plete stories of the building. 


Could Hold World Supply 
That space, allowing for corri- 


dors and the like, would be big 
enough to store $19.000,000,000 In 
gold—more than the world's pres- 
ent monetary supply. 
The two-foot-thick wall* of the 


vault itself will be of highly un- 
usual construction. Steel colls will 
be set in them, lacing into one 
another and with a steel rod run- 
ning down through the interlac- 
ings to hold them together. 
Thus, even though much of the 


concrete were removed, the steel 
colls, too small for even a man's 
hand to be shoved through them, 
would remain as a barrier. 
The vault will be opened to 
continual Inspection from all tfour 
sides and top and bottom. There 
will be an 18-Inch space under its 
floor and one of equal size over 
its celling. These spaces will be 
equipped with brilliant lights, and 
mirrors are to be installed to give 
guards an excellent view" of the 
lighted space. 
Protected By Microphone*. 
Throughout the whole building, 


sensitive microphones will be in- 
stalled and connected to a cen- 
tral guard room. 
The top floor of the complete 


building will be set back from 
the first floor and the wall* of 
the first floor will extend upward 
far enough to provide a parapet 
around all four sides of the build- 


Four machine gun turrets with 
underground 
entrances to 
the 


main building will be erected out- 
side. . 
The new building will cost $450- 


000.

FORMER POSTMASTER 
GENERAL HITCHCOCK 


DIEDJIN MONDAY 


WAS LEADING REPUBLICAN 
OFFICIAL DURING REGIME 


OF PRESIDENT TAFT 


TUSCON, 
Ariz., AUK. 5.—(/TV- 
Frank Harris Hitchcock, publisher 
of the Tucson Daily Citizen and 
former postmaster general died to- 
day in the Desert Sanatorium of 
pneumonia. 


The former chairman of the Re- 


publican national committee and 
postmaster general during the ad- 
ministration of President Taft, had 
been in failing 
health 
several 
months. 
His condition became serious a 


month ago, when he gave in to his 
physician and agreed to go to bed 
while recuperating from torn mus- 
cles in his right side received while 
working In his newspaper office, 
which he actively directed. 
It was only a few days, how- 
ever, until General Hitchcock In- 
sisted that he return to his duties. 
A general breakdown followed two 
weeks ago which resulted In his 
death. 


In a long period of public ser- 
vice, Frank Harris Hitchcock per- 
formed his outstanding work as 
postmaster general in the cabinet 
of President Taft. 
His efficient conduct of the post- 


office department resulted in the 
unusual situation of having a sur- 
plus at the end of the, fiscal year 
In 1911. Also he established the 
postal savings banks and the par- 
cel post and started the airmail. 
A lawyer 
by profession. 
Mr. 
Hitchcock made a success of that 
calling after leaving the govern- 
ment service. 
He also extended 


his Interests into the field of news- 
paper publishing. 
For avocation 
he took 
long 


horseback rides throughout 
the 
Southwest. 
His hobby was orni- 
thology and he was an active mem- 
ber of several scientific bodies. 
Among the early enthusiasts of 
aviation, Mr. Hitchcock was quick 
to foresee the value of the airplane 
as a commercial proposition and 
especially in connection with the 
mail service. 
He miglt be said 


to have been the first airmail man, 
for in 1911 at the Nassau Boule- 
vard airdrome on Long Island, he 
made an experiment by taking up 
a pouch of mail with a. pilot. Upon 
landing, he said: 
"Of course, the usefulness of the 


airplane as a mail carrier will In- 
crease, but even in the present 
stage of development, it might be 
used to good advantage over Im- 
passable stretches of country now 
necessitating long detours in the 
delivery of mail."

ard Taft to manage his pre-con- 
ventlon campaign for the Repub- 
lican 
presidential 
nomination. 
That having 
been accomplished, 


Mr. Hitchcock became chairman 
of the Republican national com- 
mittee, In which capacity he di- 
rected Mr. Taft's successful cam- 
paign for the presidency. 


He resigned the chairmanship of 


the- national committee upon as- 
suming his duties as postmaster 
general In 1909. He also directed 
the work in behalf of 
Charles 
Evans Hughes for the Republican 
nomination for president in 1916. 
Mr. Hitchcock was born at Am- 
herst, Ohio, October 5, 1869, the 
son of Henry Chapman Hitchcock 
and Mary Laurette Harris Hitch- 
cock. He received his early educa- 
tion in the schools of Boston and 
then .went to Harvard University, 
where he was graduated in 1891. 
While at Harvard he was active 
in athletics, especially boxing. 


Continuing at Columbian, now 
George 
Washington 
University, 
a law course started at Harvard, 
Mr. Hitchcock received his bache- 
lor's degree in 1894 and his mas- 
ter's degree a year later.. He was 
admitted to the bar in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia In 1894 and three 
years later to practice before the 
supreme court of the United states. 
He 
practiced 
his profession 
In 


New York after his retirement 
from the cabinet in 1913. He also 
was publisher of the Tucson, Ariz., 
Daily Citizen, which he purchased 
in 1910, and of the Las Vegas, New 
Mexico, Optic. Mr. Hitchcock was1 
unmarried.

OPERATOR, IS DEAD 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. S.—UP)— 
Colonel Frank B. Hayne, 77, an 
outstanding factor in the cotton 
world who 
played a spectacular 
part in merchandising of the staple 
in the years before the world war 
died today at his summer home 
near Mandevllle, L'.., of a heart 
attack. 
Colonel Hayne was a survivor of 
the days when traders on the cot- 
ton exchange wore high silk hats 
and frock coats and walked onto 
the floor with formalities of a daily 
social event. 
In late years he had retired from 
active dealings in the cotton world 
but was a'daily visitor at the ex- 
change, keeping the world prices 
at 
his 
fingertips, watching the 
price pegs, and crop control work- 
ings and-calling up reminiscences 
of the days when he was a power 
In the world of trade. 
Colonel Hayne was best known 


for the two cotton market corners 
he and his speculative associates 
executed in 1902 in which they 
made millions and on one occasion 
incurring federal censure and «
